Our Sub-Standard Schools 

Some harsh words have been tossed at the School 
Board recently over plans for enlarging the school play¬ 
ground. 

Board members have been accused, with little or no 
basis in fact, of subterfuge, under-handed maneuvering 
and of straying from the truth, among other things. 

Surprisingly, not a word of public criticism has been 
voiced over what seems to me a far more important matter 
than the question of what to do with the school play¬ 
ground. 

The fact is that sixth graders here—the last year they 
attend school in Sierra Madre — came out below the 
national average in achievement tests. In only one of six 
specific categories—that of reading vocabulary—were our 
sixth graders prepared adequately to compete with chil¬ 
dren in other schools. 

This is especially disturbing because children in Sierra 
Madre schools should, if anything, be above the national 
average in achievement. For the national average, after 
all, is compiled after children in many schools covering 
all economic and sociological levels are tested. 

There are no slums in Sierra Madre, little juvenile 
delinquency and the average mentality of our children 
compared favorably with surrounding towns. Mental ma¬ 
turity tests, in fact, show Sierra Madre students at the 
tipper part of the normal range. 

This means they are capable of above-average work. 

The inescapable conclusion arises that Sierra Madre 
schools fall short of the very purpose for which they exist 
—to educate. 

Several factors undoubtedly are responsible for the 
poor showing of children in the sixth grade here. But the 
School Board and superintendent of schools must assume 
a large part of the responsibility. For they administer the 
school program, select the teachers and approve the courses 
of study. 

Parents, to a lesser degree, are also responsible when 
they become too busy to insist that their children do the 
best work they are capable of. 

A lack of adequate funds—a disgraceful situation in 
itself—undoubtedly hindered school administrators. But it 
still takes more than money to run a good school and it’s 
still the School Board, directed and advised by the super¬ 
intendent of schools, that must set the pace. 

It’s encouraging to note that the Board is not going 
to permit this deplorable lack of achievement to pass 
unnoticed. Members are planning to meet with experts in 
education to consider proper steps to take. 

More homework, among other steps, already has been 
taken as a method of raising standards. In addition, it 
would seem wise to examine the whole educational struc¬ 
ture. Good education doesn’t come easily. I suspect that 
the Sierra Madre School, and many others, do not require 
or insist upon sufficiently high standards, either in the 
classroom or in class work performed at home. 

What final program is evolved to place our schools on 
an ABOVE STANDARD level remains to be seen. Let’s hope 
our school authorities are up to the task.—H.W.E.

Playground Sparks Battle 


The School Board was the target two weeks ago of a 
bitter attack before the Planning Commission. It was 
hinted that members of the board were liars, and one of 
the commissioners herself charged that the board was 
guilty of “subterfuge” and "underhanded” methods. 

The attack was brought on by the board’s proposal to 
square off the presently ridiculous playground at Sierra 
Madre School. 

Involved in the petition was a triangular piece of land 
whose use would make possible the laying out of a ball 
diamond or more suitable size and shape.

No one can fail to share the concern of those, with 
the product of years of effort tied up in their property, 
who seek to protect the value of that property. But, as in 
all things, it is not too much to ask that they be rea¬ 
sonable. 

There are human values, too. What kind of community 
is that in which everyone loves youngsters except when 
they’re around? Where they are exiled from public play¬ 
grounds because they can’t be trusted within throwing 
distance of residential properties? 

What would be the next step?—W.F.T.

BEAT BULB SNATCHERS 
TO THE nRAW with

The year 1924 will be long 
remembered by the moun¬ 
tain folks. This was the year 
of the great fire that de¬ 
stroyed 70 square miles of 
our mountain brush and 
timber. 

Also, this was the year 
that Fred and Margarite La 
Lone arrived with a Model 
T car, a Model T truck, their 
furniture and 10 children to 
make their home in Sierra 
•Madre. 

They had been traveling 
for 15 days, crossing the 
mountains and the wide, hot 
desert, and camping out in 
the evening. 

In those days most of the 
roads were dirt, sand and 
plank boards. Many were 
the cars that the La Lone 
family roped to their truck 
and pulled out of the soft 
sand. Perhaps these were 
their first rescues. 

THE WARM friendliness 
of the La Lone family was 
soon felt in the village, and 
their home quickly became 
a gathering place for old 
and young alike. Football 
and hockey games were 
played on the empty lot next 
door, and the city park was 
deserted by the young folk, 
most of them preferring to 
play at the La Lones’ house. 

The La Lone children took 
to the hills like ducks to a 
pond. They loved the moun¬ 
tains, liked helping people, 
and were often called upon 
to aid in finding lost or in¬ 
jured hikers in our moun¬ 
tains. And it was from this 
family group that the Search 
and Rescue crew was form¬ 
ed. 

Earl, second in command 
of our crew, was born and 
raised in Sierra Madre. He 
has been with the crew since 
the beginning and has par¬ 
ticipated in almost 100 per 
cent of our mountain res¬ 
cues. 

HE QUICKLY realized the 
need for first aid training 
and to him belongs the cred¬ 
it for the group taking these 
courses. 

Earl spent five years in 
the service. It was while he 
was in the Army that his 
pretty wife, Margaret, and 
two other Sierra Madre girls 
were involved in a serious 
accident when they were 
driving north to visit their 
husbands. 

Margaret was critically in¬ 
jured and it was only her 
fine spirit and will to live 
that carried her through the 
trying time that followed. 

After months in the hos¬ 
pital, then a long period in 
a wheel chair, Margaret 
walked again. She has sure¬ 
ly been of great assistance 
to our cause and the entire 
crew is quite proud of her.
